Jersey City, N. J., Nov. 14 (By A. P.). 
Continued improvement in the condi- 
tion of Mrs. Jane Gibson, State’s star 
witness in the Hall-Mills trial, was re- 
ported tonight from the Jersey City 
hospital. 

Physicians said she had shown steady 
improvement since the blood transfu- 
sion of Friday last. They could not 
say, however, when it might be possi- 
ble for her to return to Somerville to 
testify. 


Somerville, N. J., J., Nov. 14 (By A. P.). 
A show-down in the Hall-Mills case 
may be just around the corner. As 
Somerville presented the appearance of 
a deserted village today awaiting the 
opening of the tenth day of the trial 
tomorrow, there was a_ conviction 
among observers of the trial that the 
State has reached the point where, 
to continue, it must have the testi- 
mony of Mrs. James Gibson, sick in a 
Jersey City hospital. ' 

Although 47 witnesses have been put 
forward by the prosecution, none has 
attempted to qualify as an eyewitness. 
Mrs. Gibson, also known as Mrs. Easton, 
is expected to say that she was in the 
immediate vicinity of a crabapple tree 
under which the Rev. Edward W. Hall 
and Mrs. Eleanor R. Mills were slain, 
more than four years ago. 

The jury numbered eleven in Somer- 
Ville today. Edward Tillman, escorted 
by three bailiffs, went to Raritan to at- 
tend the funeral of his brother, Ulysses 
Tillman, who died Friday. The other 
jurors remained in seclusion most of 
the day, possibly partaking of home 
cooking. Several visitors appeared at 
their hotel with boxes which might 
have contained food. Bailiffs adopted a 
“what of it attitude” when questioned 
as to the activities, if any, of the jury. 


May Ask Adjournment. 


The three defendants, Mrs. Frances 
Stevens Hall and her brothers, Henry 
‘and Willie Stevens, apparently have 
maintained their mental and physical 
equilibrum, as they have sat for 9 
days and heard themselves charged 
with the murder of Mrs. Mills. 

The State has been charged by the 
defense with proceeding on a catch-as- 
can basis. Alexander Simpson, special 
prosecutor, has defended his more or 
less haphazard presentation on the 
ground that his plans have been dis- 
arranged by the sickness of the State's 
star witness, and by other. circum- 
stances. Late last week, the prosecutor 
also pleaded surprise at the recitals of 
some of his witnesses, who gave testi- 
mony more favorable to the defense 
than to the State. 

If the prosecution reaches the end of 
ite valuable witnesses, believed likely in 
the next day or two, and Mrs. Gibson 
is still unable to be present for ques- 
tioning, it was said here today that the 
State will have several alternatives. 
The court might be asked to grant an 
adjournment pending the recovery of 
the witness, or a nolle prosse could 
be entered in the present case with 
another indictment, based on the death 
of Hall, leaving an avenue open to 
another ,trial. 

Members of defense counsel insist it 
is their wish that Mrs. Gibson be 
placed on the witness stand, promis- 
ing a very searching cross-examination 
to follow her direct testimony, which 
the State's representative has said will 
be brief. 

Some Letters in Record. 

Testimony has been introduced to 
show that the minister wrote ardent 
love letters to the choir singer and 
one witness, a former maid in the Hall 
home, testified that several years be- 
tore the double Killing, she saw Mrs. 
Mills hurriedly Jump from Mr. Hall's 
knee, as the witness entered a room 
in the church, with which both vic- 
tims were connected. The witness and 
others testified that the two were so 
friendly that goasip was stirred. 

A State witness, whose testimony 
was regarded as decidedly favorable to 
the defense, was Louise Geist Riehl, 
also once a maid in the Hall home, 
who told of leaving Mrs. Hall playing 
solitaire in the library the night of 
the killing, when the maid retired be- 
tween 9 and 10 o'clock. _

as militants,” L’Humanite concludes:

Cattle Thieves Increase 


Cheyenne, Wyo., Nov. 14 (By A. 
P.).—Cattle rustling is not confined 
to the movies and fiction. It is a 
problem for peace officers in Wyo- 
ming today, with hundreds of head 
of stock being “rustied” yearly. 
Dan Hudson, State commissioner of 
law’ enforcement, opines that’ the 
problem is a bigger one now than it 
was in the early days of the West, 
when a cowboy’s chief adornment 
was a capable shooting iron or two. 

“It used to be that when cattle- 
men caught a band of rustlers they 
held a necktie party, and that was 
that,” said Commissioner Hudson. 
“But now we first must have evi- 
dence and then often long drawn- 
out hearings in the courts before a 
rustler can be disposed of.” 

Hudson commands a force similar 
to the Texas rangers.

The 
story is that of a courier of the czar 
sent overland 5,000 miles from Moscow 
to Irkutsk, bearing a message to the 
grand duke and his army there of re- 
enforcenients against Tartar hordes en- 
circling them.

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PUEALO BONITA RELICS 
TO 0 TO SMITHSONIAN 


National Geographic Society 
Will Present Results of Six 
Archeological Expeditions. 


ANCIENT LIFE REVEALED 


The wealth of ancient relics collected 
by the National Geographic Society in 
the ruins of the Pueblo Bonta, in 
Northwest New Mexico, the most im- 
portant, most famous in its time, and 


one of the largest of these prehistoric 
settlements, will be presented to the 
Smithsonian institution here, it was 
announced yesterday. 

The National Geographic society, a 
statement from the Smithsonian dis- 
closes, has “declared its purpose of 
presenting the extensive collections to 
the Smithsonian institutioa as most 
representative of, and most accessible 
to, the American people.” 

An instance of what the ancient 
relics are shown by the turquoise beats 
found. These beads are almost solid, 
yet still are beads. They are pierced 
by holes smaller than the Zuni Indians 
can now make with their modern in- 
struments, it is said. 

The collection is chiefly valuable, 
however, for what it reveals of the 
hidden ancient history of the South- 
west. The society has collected its mate- 
rial in six expeditions. 

The most recent disclosure is that 
the inhabitants of the pueblo bank- 
rupted their once glorious commynity 
by cutting away their timber, and had 
to move for the simple reason that 
when their timber was gone, their high- 
ly productive. soils could retain neither 
fertility nor moisture. 

Therefore the. society's archeologists, 
under the direction of Neil M. Judd, 
of the Smithsonian ftnstitution, who 
has conducted the researches, have dug 
out of the past a prophecy and a warn- 
ing. The ancient Bonitians “commit- 
ted suicide” 1,000 years ago by destroy- 
ing their timber, With stone axes, it is 
said, they cut thousands of logs to roof 
their enormous dwelling of 800 rooms. 
They cut every tree in sight. The re- 
sult has been that the once fertile land 
is still a desert for miles around.

Steel ingot output for the en- 
tire industry. was the highest on rec- 
ord in October. 


Textile Demand Better. 


The country has been so well pre- 
pared for a record-breaking cotton 
crop that the latest forecast of a yield 
approximating 16,000,000 bales failed 
to create much of an impression. The 
situation has undoubtedly had a re- 
tarding influence on business activi- 
ties in the South, but latest indica- 
tions are that the lower prices for the 
staple have stimulated the demand for 
cotton goods and quickened the pace 
of their manufacture. Other divi- 
sions of the textile markets also regis- 
tered improvement. 

The movement of freight in October 
was the largest in the country's his- 
tory, assuring another monthly in- 
crease in railroad earnings, which are 
already far ahead of those for any 
previous year. Car loading steadily 
expanded throughout the month, 
reaching their peak in the final week, 
when the total stood at 1,216,432. This 
represented an increase of nearly 100,- 
000 cars over the best week of 1925.

New York, Nov. 14 (By the Associat-

One: of the largest pieces of corpor- 
ate financing on record is expected to 
follow the retirement of 8200,000,000 
of preferred stock by the Standard Oil 
Company of New Jersey, plans for 
which are under discussion. The bond 
market probably will bé called upon 
to absorb about $125,000,000 of deben- 
tures as a part of the operation, which 
will also involve an offering of stock 
to shareholders. Despite the absence 
of any official announcement regarding 
the financing, bankers have been de- 
luged with applications for the bonds. 

Until the French debt settlement is 
ratified, the financial district does not 
look for any active negotiations for a 
French loan, although the success of 
the recent Belgian issue and the strong 
market for all foreign bonds have 
created unusually favorable condi- 
tions.

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END OF THE BRITISH STRIKE. — 


The British coal strike, lock-out, or tie-up, as 
it has been variously designated in accordance 
4with various points of view, is at last virtually 
‘nded. The approval of the government's 
‘Peace terms on Saturday last by the delegate 
conference of-the miners’ federation and the 
tlecision to submit those terms to a vote of the 
Districts, with a recommendation that they be 
‘Accepted, seem to imply finality. It is, of 
course, possible that the districts may reject 
the proposals; but that is unlikely, because it 
was the tremendous pressure from the ranks 
that caused the conference to yield. At the 
same time, it must be remembered that the dis- 
eussion preceding surrender was a heated one, 
and that the vote was by no means unanimous, 
the actual figures being 432,000 for and 352,- 
600 against acceptance. Another source of 
delay may develop, should the government and 
the operators come to loggerheads over the 
drawing up of the terms accepted by the min- 
ers; but that, too, is unlikely for, although the 
6perators have shown great obstinacy’ all 
along, they will now scarcely stand in their 
own light, since they have won a victory on 
practically every point in dispute. 

The longest industrial struggle which Britain 
has seen may therefore be regarded as at an 
énd. The strike has already lasted six months 
and.a half, and it has, directly and indirectly, 
cost the British nation dear. The actual loss 
is estimated at from $1,500,000,000 as a mini- 
mum to $3,000,000,000 asa maximum. Either 
set of figures is sufficiently appalling, and is 
rendered more so by the consideration that 
the unemployment returns show more than 
1,500,000 persons jobless in Great Britain, not 
counting the coal miners, and 2,338,100 in re- 
ceipt of relief under the poor law, 

The extent to which the miners have been 
defeated is easily,seen from a consideration of 
the terms accepte@in their behalf. In the first 
place, the famous slogan, ‘‘Not a penny off the 
pay, not a minute on the day,’’ has been knock- 
ed into the proverbial cocked hat. Wages for 
most of the miners will, indeed, stand tempo- 
rarily as before the strike, but may be re- 
adjusted downward, should necessity demand. 
The minimum wage, in force since 1921, will be 
reduced, as the ratio between wages and net 

* profits will fall from 87 to 13 to 85 to 15. The 
working day will be increased from 7 to 8 
hours—a severe blow, for the men have clung 
with great tenacity to the 7-hour day. In the 
next place, the national agreement, which the 
miners had before the strike and for which 
they most strenuously contended throughout, 
has been abandoned in favor of district agree- 
ments. To make this bitter pill more eastfly 
swallowed, an arbitration tribunal will be es- 
tablished, and will be in operation for six 
months, for the purpose of adjusting contro- 
versies that may arise in connection with dis- 
trict agreements. All the terms, when finally 
settled, are to be binding for a period of three 
years. ‘ 

It is evident that this is a patched up peace, 
made under duress. It represents the worst 
defeat that organized labor has ever suffered 
in Great Britain. It leaves no fundamental 
problem solved. It is no wonder, therefore, 
that it inspires in the Minds of many observers 
serious misgivings both as to the stability of 
the settlement and as to the general economic 
and political outlook in Britain. 
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FRENCH ARMY REDUCTIONS. 


Bills have been prepared “for introduction 
in the French chamber of deputies this week 
that provide for a reduction in the number of 
men under arms from 650,000 to 400,000. If 
this program is translated into legislative ac- 
tion the French government will have taken 
steps not only of economic importance to the 
people of France but of much consequence to 
all the countries of Europe. The_ proposed 
ratio of reduction of the army is considerable, 
and will loom large as a measure of economy 

_ when the French budget is under preparation. 


This action assumes a far greater signifi- | 


cance, however, when viewed from the stand- 
point of other European powers which have 
been urging a reduction in armament as the 


most effective means of assuring the peace of 


Europe. Up until very recently the French 
government has hesitated to consider any ma- 
terial reduction in its armed forces, and that 
position has been the cause for uneasiness.

France finally has tackled the subject 
from the right angle, and both France and 
continental Europe will be benefited thereby. 


MAKING HIGHWAYS WIDER. 


Two items of direct interest to all motorists 
appeared in last Friday’s papers. One had its 
origin in Pinehurst, N. C., where the American 
Association of Highway Officials is in session, 
and the other was made public hy the Municipal 
Improvement society meeting in Washington. 
The highway officials have adoptéd a recom- 
mendation urging that roadways be constructed 
very much wider and that alternate routes be 
provided between cities. The society demands 
that more attention be paid to the secondary 
road system throughout the country. 

Both are worthy suggestions, which, if fol- 

lowed, would do much to improve highway con- 
ditions and cut down the number of accidents. 
The short-sighted policy of narrow road build- 
ing has been prevalent everywhere for the last 
decade. It is a heritage of the old days of 
horse-drawn vehicles, when it was little hard- 
ship on the driver to slow down or even pull 
to the side and stop until the oncoming vehicle 
had passed. Today, however, the motorist re- 
fuses to cut his speed, and the result is that on 
a Narrow road every time a vehicle passes an- 
other there is a potential accident. Frequently 
roads are built of such width that even one 
foot additional on either side would mark the 
difference between danger and safety. Fre- 
quently, too, highway officials feel that their 
duty has been completed when only one route 
between two towns is completed. In times of 
congestfon incident to any large civic under- 
taking there is no possibility of routing traffic 
over an alternate route. 
If the secondary highway system were prop- 
erly developed much traffic would use the un- 
crowded roads, and in case of emergency it 
would be an easy matter to close portions of 
any highway and provide a well paved detour of 
only slightly greater length. It is to be 
hoped that these recommendations will be 
adopted, 


JOIN THE RED CROSS! 


The tenth annual roll call of the American 
Red Cross is now on. This splendid organiza- 
tion, which acts for all in behalf of the afflicted 
and distressed in times of calamity, must have 
funds with which to carry on its work. 

There should be no difficulty in enlisting 
the active and generous participation of the 
people of Washington, where close personal 
contact with the Red Cross organization and 
its national personnel, has resulted in a thor- 
ough knowledge of the activities of its agents 
everywhere and the suffering that has been 
relieved through its kindly and bounteous 
hand. Washington chapter last year took sec-

ahead of it. The effort is being made this year 
to occupy first “piace in’ thé enroliment cam- 
paign. If the residents of the Capital coop- 
erate, as they probably will, that honor will 
come to the District. The stronger the mem- 
bership roll of this great organization the more 
substantial and expeditious will be its ability 
to extend first aid to those whose necessities 
require it, without awaiting the results of spe- 
clal appeals to the nation at large. There is 
opportunity at various places in Washington 
for citizens to enroll for the coming year.~ Do 
it on your way down town this morning, and 
begin the day with the consciousness of having 
performed what is both a duty and a pleasure. 


AN INFERENCE. 


Two very interesting news items appeared 
recently which, placed .in juxtaposition, lead 
to inferences that add materially to their 
mere news value. According to a bulletin is- 
sued by the Department of Agriculture the 
American people within the last few years 
have developed an amazing appetite for grapes. 
The country is informed of a 400,000,000 
bushel increase in the grape crop of 1926 over 
that of 1925. 
country reaches the huge total of 2,366,035,000 
bushels. The news becomes more interesting 
still when it is shown that a little more than 
2,000,000,000 bushels of that magnificent crop 
of grapes were raised in California. 

For several days the fate of the proposal in 
California to repeal the State liquor law hung 
in the balance, with early indication that re- 
peal had received a majority. The Los Angeles 
region, which comp*ises néarly one-third the 
voting precincts in the State, finally sent in a 
smashing ‘“‘dry’’ vote and prevented the repeal 
of the State dry law. 

Following prohibition, California growers of 
grapes, at first threatened with ruin, soon ex- 
perienced an increased demand for their prod- 
uct that could hardly be credited to a sud- 
denly developed taste for raisins. As prohi- 
bition and the years marched on. the grape 
market expanded and prices soared. At no 
time during the old days of California wines 
and brandy were vineyardists as prosperous 
as they are now. The amount of grape juice 
shipped out of California has grown to startling 
proportions. 

Putting these two innocent items of news 
together, one might feel like inquiring if the 
wealth of the grape growing country, piled up 
under prohibition, had any particular influence 
on the vote? | 


, CORRECT TIME, PLEASE? 


The fact that the action of the telephone 
company in declining to answer demands for 
“time, please,” was soon followed by a similar 
rule on the part of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Co. led to the general belief that a con-

and telephone companies, which. found them- 
selves literally swamped when the calls reached 
nearly 10,000. a day. 

Until the public utility companies “threw up 
the sponge’’ the naval observatory, which gets 
the only real and genuine time directly from 
Old Sol, was called upon to answer only about 
500 requests for the correct time each day. 
Following that action these calls increased by 
leaps and bounds, until it appeared that the 
thousands who formerly telephoned their de- 
mands to the Western Union or to “central” 
had transferred their custom to the observa- 
tory out on the hill. There is only one switch- 
board in the naval observatory. The persis- 
tent time seekers keep the attendant at that 
board so busy that official business is clogged 
for twenty minutes or more. Selfpreservation 
and official business combined forced the shut- 
down; and that’s the whole story. 

The suggestion that the naval observatory is 
“controlled”’ by the radio companies because it 
furnishes correct time which can be broadcast 
to radio users is on a par with the suggestion 
that the observatory is controlled by shipmas- 
ters because it furnishes them the nautical al- 
manac. The observatory also’ benefits makers 
of expensive watches, because such watches 
are more accurate than cheap watches; but no 
one has yet accused the observatory of passing 
under control of a watchmakers’ trust. 


WHEAT AND TRANSPORTATION, 


The bureau of railway economics has made 
an investigation of 146 points of original ship- 
ments of wheat in 20 States and the average 
price of wheat, for the purpose of ascertaining 
what influence freight rates have on the price 
of that commodity. 

It is found that the annual average trans- 
portation of wheat. on the railroads during 
the years 1923-1925 was 175,000,000 bushels, 
which was greater than the annual average 
transportation of wheat on the railroads in the 
years between 1902-1913. The wheat tonnage 
from 1923 to 1925 was 27 per cent of the total 
railroad tonnage of all agricultural products. 

While the prices of wheat varied much dur- 
ing these years the freight rates remained un- 
changed, demonstrating~that freight rates did 
not contribute to the fluctuations in prices. 
The spread in farm prices was greater than the 
total freight rates. Often higher prices pre- 
vailed when the haul was short than when the 
haul was long. ’ 

The conclusion is that thére is no relation 
between freight rates on wheat and fluctua- 
tions in prices paid to the farmers. If this is 
a correct conclusion there is no ground for 
complaint by agriculturists that low prices of 
wheat to the farmers are largely due to high 
railroad rates. 


WHAT IS HORSERADISH? 


The growers of horseradish in Missouri are 
aroused because there is no protective tariff 
on their product. It appears that the Treas- 
ury Department has ruled that horseradish is 
not specifically provided for in the tariff of 
1922. It is classified as a ‘‘vegetable sub- 
stance,’’ which brings it within the free list. 

In another paragraph of the tariff act it is 
provided that vegetables in their natural state 
shall pay a duty of 25 per cent. In still an- 
other paragraph it is provided that vegetables 
if cut, sliced or otherwise reduced in size shall | 
pay a duty of 35 per cent. 

Growers of horseradish in Missouri are very 
anxious to have the Treasury Department and 
the customs court classify raw horseradish as a 
vegetable calling for a 25 per cént duty, and 
manufactured horseradish, as prepared and re- 
duced in size, calling for a duty of 35 per cent. 

Why not leave it to Senator Reed, of Mis- 
souri, who holds the tariff does the farmers 
no good and is a fraud on consumers? In the 
petition of the growers it is stated that scien-' 
tists class horseradish as a vegetable and not a 
vegetable substance. «Let Senator Reed de- 
cide. It is his constituents who are demanding 
protection. 


DRIVERS’ PERMITS. 


Although the delay of District motorists in 
applying for new permits gives promise of as- 
suming serious proportions, the commissioners 
acted wisely in deciding that motorists should 
not be made criminally Hable for failure to 
apply for new permits. Under the law, those 
failing to secure new permits before the 3rd 
of next July will not be permitted to drive their 
cars after that date. The penalty for failure to 
exhibit the card when called on by a police 
officer will be then as now a summons to court 
for ‘‘driving without a permit,’’ which carries 
a fine of not less than $2 nor more than $40. 

Unless motor drivers apply in good season 
for their permits there is bound to be con- 
fusion when the deadline is reached. The 
traffic office should impress on the motoring 
public now that the law will be strictly en- 
forced. The public has been given ample time 
to comply with it. Those who fail to obtain a 
driving permit before the date set will have 
only themselves to blame when they find them- 
selves in the unhappy predicament of not 
being able to use their automobiles.

| ROTATION OF THE EARTH. 


+ Yale is completing plans for the 
erection of a pendulum which wi! 


show the rotation of the earth. The 
pendulum will consist of a heavy 
iron ball- suspended on a strand 
of piano wire, 50 feet long, from a 
specially constructed mounting.

The committee which was ap- 
pointed by Secretary Davis is com- 
posed of Maj. Irving J. Phillipson, 
of the adjutant general’s office; 
Maj. Allan C. McBride, of the gen- 
eral staff; Maj. Paul W. Baade, in- 
fantry; Capt. Kendall J. Fielder, 
infantry, and Capt. John R. D. Cle- 
lands, infantry, who is stationed at 
Washington barracks and who has 
taken a prominent part in the ad- 
vancement of local amateur ath- 
letics. 


In his letter Secretary Davis said, in 
part: 

“This year a team from Fort Ben- 
ning has been designated to represent

ITLANTA, Ga., Nov. 14 (By A. P.). 

The (Crimson Tide Saturday 

drowned Florida, 49 to 0, clinch- 
ing for Alabama its third consecutive 
Southern conference football cham- 
pionship. Only Georgia, which won a 
14-13 comeback victory over Georgia 
Tech, stands in the way of a season of 
all victories for Alabama. 

While Alabama was continuing its, 
sweep through the conference Satur- 
day, and Georgia was fightnig its way 
to a tie for second place, Vanderbilt 
routed Tennessee, 20 to 3, thereby mar-’ 
ring the perfect record of the Knox- 
ville players and forcing them into @ 
tie for second place with the Georgia 
team. 

Should the Tide meet defeat Thanks- 
giving day at Birmingham when Geor- 
gia will attempt to stop it. Alabama 
still will have the conference cham- 
pionship. 


Carried off the field injured at the 
end of the first half and with his 
team trailing 13 to 0, Capt. George 
Morton came back in the game in the 
last half to lead his Bulldogs to the 
1-point victory over his opponent, 
the first in thirteen years. At- 
tendance at the Tech-Georgia game 
was the largest of the season in the 
South, 33,000, gathering at Grant 
field.

zens’ associations on the opening day 
of the city-wide drive Saturday for 50,- 
000 new members, the campaign com- 
mittee of the Federation of Citizens 
Associations today will flood all depart- 
ment stores and men's and women’s 
furnishing shops with application 
blanks for more new members. James 
W. Murphy will be in charge of this 
business territory in the campaign. 

Citizens were urged to join an asso- 
clation yesterday both from the pulpit 
and the ‘screens of motion picture the- 
aters. Pastors digressed from their ser- | 
mons to urge membership in the citi- 
zen bodies, and illustrated slides with 
the slogan “Will You Join in Civic 
Betterment” were shown upon the 
screens of all downtown motion picture 
houses at every performance. 

The pastors stressed the importance 
of joining citizens’ associations at the 
request of the Rev. William L. Darby, 
secretary of the Federation of Churches. 
Neighborhood committees of the cam- 
paign will seek to have neighborhood 
motion picture houses display the ap- 
peal on their screens all week. 


Plea Is Made by Suter. 


Jesse C. Suter, former head of the 
federation and general chairman of the 
campaign committee, has no patience 
with those who complain about vote- 
less .Washington and yet fail to avail 
themselves of the only means of public 
expression on civic matters offered 
them in the National Capital. 

“The participation in civic affairs 
through membership in citizens asso- 
cilations is the nearest approach to the 
exercise of the ballot possible under 
existing conditions in Washington,” he 
declared last night.

Gen. Eli A. Helmick, who is in 
charge of the campaign among Feders!l 
employes. Chief clerks in the depart- 
ments are cooperating with the cam- 
paign committee in signing up new 
members in the departments. The vet- 
erans’ bureau is the most active of 
the departments participating in the 
drive. Eight hundred membership 
blanks were requested by the bureau 
Saturday for distribution among the 
clerks there.

Commissioner Proctor L. Dougherty 
in urging residents of the city to join 
citizens associations this week gave 
out the following statements last 
night:

FOR YOUNG UMIIORAL,

Examinations Assailed, Too, 
in Church Address by Mrs. 
Marietta Johnson. 


DECLARES ASSIGNMENT 
LEADS CHILD TO CHEAT 


Pushing of Learning Results 
in Nervous Ills, She 
Declares. 


Assigned homework and examina- 
tions for pupils under high school age 
was branded as “immoral” by Mrs. 
Marietta Johnson,’ of Fairfiope, Ala., 
speaking last night at the Fifteenth 
Street Christian church. Forced home- 
work, according to the speaker, makes 
the child cheat, quarrel with his par- 
ents, lose sleep and worry. 
“A child should not be taught to 
read until 8, 9 or 10 years old,” Mrs. 
Johnson declared. Forcing the child 
to read early, the speaker asserted, over 
stimulates his nervous system, result- 
ing in nervous and impaired heaith. 
“Prolonging childhood is the nope 
of the race,” Mrs. Johnson declared. 
She pointed out that a child’s primary 
interest is to create, not absorb ex- 
periences. For this reason, the speaker 
contended that any homework done by 
the child should be voluntarily or not 
at all. 


Sees Need of Relaxation. 


The speaker drew a parallel between 
forced homework and the business man 
taking the cares of his office home with 
him, both being equally injurious to 
health. Mrs. Johnson «mphasized the 
importance and need of relaxation for 
the child. 

“Passing examinations,” Mrs. John- 
son said, “is not a question of what 
the child knows or does not know. It 
is a question of what the child needs.” 
The speaker also voiced her disapproval 
of accelerating the education of pre- 
cocious children. 

They should be kept in classes with 
children of their own age and made to 
do more work, she said. Children 
should be grouped in classes of prac- 
tically the same age, because otherwise 
they are liable to become self-conscious 
and consequently subject to tnany ills. 
The speaker is director of the 
Schools of Organic Education at Fair- 
hope, Ala., and Greenwich, Conn. She 
founded the former school nineteen 
years ago. The principles advocated by 
the speaker are said to have been fol- 
lowed at both schools with success. 
The schools aim to be health centers 
for the mental, physical and spiritual 
development of children. 


Candidates for Flying 
Officers to Be Tested 


Examinations will be held January 
17-°., for appointments as second lieu- 
tenants in the air corps. They will be 
held only within the limits of the 
United States for filling nineteen va- 
cancies. Eligibility to compete will be 
confined to qualified fliers who have 
graduated from air corps primary and 
advanced flying schools within the past 
four years, or to those who demonstrate 
they have qualified for fiying within 
the past four years. 

By “qualified filer” is meant any in- 
dividual who fulfills the necessary men- 
tal, moral and physical. qualifications 
for appointment as second lieutenant, 
and who, in the opinion of the exam:n- 
ing board, is qualified to immediately 
enter the duties of the corps. This 
requires ability to fly satisfactorily the 
type of service airplane in use in any 
unit to which he might be assigned.

$300,000 MEMORIAL 
TO COLUMBUS VOTED 


Dominican Congress Aids Ful- 
fillment of aMovement 
Started Years Ago. 


The War Department has announced 
that the Dominican congress just has 
voted $300,000 for a memorial to Chris- 
topher Columbus in Santo Domingo, 
and actual construction should be 
under way shortly. 

The movement was started years ago 
and one of the prime movers was Will- 
iam E. Pullman, American general re- 
ceiver of customs. The plan was ap- 
proved by the Pan-American confer- 
ence at its meeting in Santiago in 
1923. 

The monument is to be called Faro 
dé Colon, meaning Columbus light. 
Above the massive tomb a supersrtuc- 
ture will be placed, on top of which 
will be installed a powerful light. This 
light will face the Caribbean sea and 
the main coast of South America, and 
ships may lay their course by its rays.
